T hat brownish tinge in the 
large, open tanks of sewer 
water on Bondi’s Island isn’t 
what you think it is. It’s bacteria. 

“These are feeding on the sew¬ 
age,” Mickey Nowak explained 


during a tour of the Springfield 
Regional Wastewater Treatment 
Facility on Friday. “Raw sewage 
and bacteria. That’s where all the 
work is done.” 

Where all the work is done is 
on M Street in Agawam, between 
the Route 5 expressway and the 
Connecticut River, just short of 


the West Springfield town line. It’s 
the end of the pipeline for sewer 
systems not only in Agawam, but 
also East Longmeadow, Long- 
meadow, Ludlow, Springfield, 
West Springfield and Wilbraham. 

The Springfield Water and 
Sewer Commission, which op¬ 
erates the facility, offered a first¬ 


hand look at the treatment pro¬ 
cess on Oct. 12. Many of the local 
residents who took the tour were 
surprised to find out how their 
wastewater is treated. 

“It’s pretty remarkable. I 
thought they were using chem-

Clerk hopes changes 
increase early voting

Following a successful debut 
in 2016, early voting is back this 
month and Agawam residents can 
start casting ballots on Monday. 

Town Clerk Vincent Gioscia 
said that 3,968 people — approx¬ 
imately 18.5 percent of registered 
voters — took advantage of the 
early voting opportunities in 
2016, but this year he’s not sure 
what turnout to expect. 

“This is the second time we’re 
doing it,” Gioscia said. “More peo¬ 
ple will become aware of it, but 
it’s not a presidential election and 
those are always high turnout 
elections. We have to wait and see 


what the patterns are. Generally, 
for a regular election [day], like on 
Nov. 6, it will probably be lower 
than a presidential election, be¬ 
cause they always are.” 

State law dictates that early 
voting be provided from 8:30 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m., Monday through 
Friday, for two weeks from Oct. 
22 through Nov. 2. Gioscia said 
he has chosen to add additional 
hours until 7 p.m. on Thursday, 
Oct. 25, and from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
Saturday, Oct. 27, based on the 
turnout in 2016.

Newest principal chats about family, career in education

October is National Principals 
Month, so we sat down for a chat 
with the Agawam’s newest school 
principal, Thomas Schnepp, who 
took over the top job at the high 
school just last year. But Schnepp 
isn’t exactly a newcomer to Aga¬ 
wam — he’s been a school admin¬ 
istrator in town for over a decade, 
and has lived and raised children 
here for 20 years. 

Q: You started here as the assistant 
principal. Now that you’re principal, 
what’s the biggest difference be¬ 
tween the two? 

A: As the assistant principal, 
you’re dealing more directly with 
students and sometimes students 
with discipline. As principal, 
you’re dealing with the direction 
of the school, looking at the big 
picture of the program itself. 

Q: What has been you’re favorite part 
of the job so far? 

A: I guess just dealing with the 
staff and coming alongside them. 
Hopefully, I’m helping get them 
what they need to deal directly 
with the students. As I’m not deal¬ 
ing with students much now. I’m 
dealing with the staff so I’m trying 
to help them with their role. 

Q: What’s the most challenging as¬ 
pect? 

A: There’s just so many differ¬ 
ent aspects to a school this size — 
close to 1,200 students and close 
to 120 staff — there’s just so much 
going on, having a handle on all 
the different pieces that make this 
program run. 

Q: Has anything surprised you since 
taking over as principal, or did your 
time as assistant principal make the 
transition relatively smooth? 

A: Being the assistant here, I 
understood the school culture and 


both the teachers and students. It 
made it easy to make that step. I 
didn’t have to come in and learn 
about school culture or the staff. I 
had a pretty good handle on things 
here. I guess what surprised me is 
having to have my hand in so many 
different aspects of what makes 
the total program run. 

Q: Why did you go into education? 
What was your drive? 

A: I went back and forth when 
it was time to pick a major, from 
physical education to special edu¬ 
cation. I landed on special educa¬ 
tion. My mom was a teacher, so I 
guess that was a driving force just 
to see her as we were growing up, 
in education. I’ve always just had 
a heart to try and help young peo¬ 
ple and have an impact on their 
lives. 

Q: If you weren’t in education, is there 
another field you could see yourself in? 

A: At one point I was thinking 


about being clinical psychologist 
or counselor. Again, dealing with 
people, but in a different realm 
outside of education. 

Q: How did you end up in Agawam 
from your time at Springfield Chris¬ 
tian School? 

A: Besides being an adminis¬ 
trator there, I was also the varsi¬ 
ty basketball coach for 20 years. 
The school was a smaller school 
and it closed due to lack of en¬ 
rollment. I [then] started at the 
Doering School. I was a Title I 
math teacher there for three years 
while I completed my master’s 
in administration, and then the 
position opened up [at the high 
school]. Before I came, there were 
only two assistants, they added 
a third and I became the third. It 
continues to be three now. I was 
very fortunate I was able to find 
a position at the Doering School, 
and again fortunate that the tim¬ 
ing was right when the position 


opened up here. 

Q: Is basketball your favorite sport? 

A: I’ve always enjoyed basket¬ 
ball. I kind of miss coaching at 
this point, but when I came to 
Agawam it was time to give it up. 
My kids are older. A lot of it was, 
my kids were going to school — 
my son graduated, so I coached 
him, through. When I came to 
Agawam, I just didn’t have the 
same opportunities. One thing 
I enjoy here is just going in and 
supporting the students — be it 
the athletic teams, or the dra¬ 
ma, choir, the band — I’m able 
to still have contact with the 
kids just by supporting them at 
their games and events. That’s 
important for me, to support the 
students in those arenas. One 
of the dangers of this job is get 
stuck in your office dealing with 
administrative stuff. 

Q: What do you like to do when you’re 


not on the clock? 

A: I like to golf, go on hikes 
with my wife and then, when we 
can, be able to spend some time 
with grandkids. 

Q: What’s your best golf score? 

A: For the amount of golf I play, 
I should be a better golfer. My 
competitive level is higher than 
my skill level. 

Q: Do you have a favorite hiking spot? 

A: We just go to different plac¬ 
es. If we can get to a National Park 
when we’re planning big trips. 
I like Glacier, Montana. It was 
beautiful, and it has a lot of wild¬ 
life. Locally, it’s just wherever. 

Q: What’s it like being an adminis¬ 
trator and disciplining the kids in the 
school and then going home and hav¬ 
ing to flip the “dad” switch for your 
own kids? 

A: My kids came through the 
Christian School while I was 
there. It was fine. Even here [in 
Agawam], when I was assistant 
to my youngest son, Andy. Pret¬ 
ty much while they were going 
through school, I was either 
teaching or administrating. 
Luckily, they were good kids and 
I didn’t have to deal with them 
on that end. Going home, it’s 
probably just like any other dad 
who has to go home and keep 
their kids in line. 

Q: So, you never had an instance 
where your kids had to brought into 
your office for getting in trouble at 
school? 

A: Luckily, yeah. Luckily, they 
didn’t get caught, I guess.

hind the bus while driving 
his personal car to an extra 
detail. 

According to Grasso, he 
watched the mother cross 
the street to the bus, then 
saw a man who appeared 
“very agitated” run to the 
bus. Grasso heard the 
man scream to the wom¬ 
an, “You’re not taking my 
child,” as he attempted to 
board the bus. Grasso then 
interceded and called for 
police units. 

Pulled to the curb, O’Ne¬ 
al kept the doors closed and 
called her dispatcher. 

“I was concerned about 
trafflc and what the child 
might see outside the bus,” 
she said. 

Picard started talking 
with the child — fortunately, 
the only student on the bus 
— to help keep him relaxed. 

“I asked about his day 
at school, and then I took 
a stuffed animal from his 
backpack to keep him oc¬ 
cupied and distracted so he 
wouldn’t look out the win¬ 
dow,” said Picard. “When 
the police arrived, I told 
him they were just talking 
with his parents.” 

Jill Nehmer, routing co¬ 
ordinator for the Lower 
Pioneer Valley Education¬ 
al Collaborative buses in 
Agawam, soon arrived at 
the scene. She met with the 
police and then got on the 
bus to talk with O’Neal and 
Picard about how the stu¬ 
dent was doing. 

“When I got on, the stu¬ 
dent was being kept busy 
with songs and guessing 
games — completely un¬ 
aware of the situation out¬ 
side the bus,” Nehmer re¬ 
called. “I was so impressed 


with how calm Sandy and 
Matt were able to stay in a 
tense situation and at the 
same time keep the student 
preoccupied.” 

A few days after the inci¬ 
dent, Grasso emailed Mayor 
William Sapelli, who chairs 
the School Committee, to 
praise O’Neal and Picard 
“for a job well done under a 
very stressful situation.” 

Grasso also urged Sapel¬ 
li to recognize O’Neal and 
Picard for how well they 
handled the situation. Sa¬ 
pelli acted on Grasso’s rec¬ 
ommendation at the first 
School Committee meeting 
in September by awarding 
O’Neal and Picard with cer¬ 
tificates of appreciation for 
their actions. 

“Individuals like this 
never look for any credit, 
but in this case it’s well de¬ 
served,” said Sapelli during 
the presentation. 

O’Neal, a bus driver for 
five years, and Picard, a bus 
monitor for seven years, 
said the recognition was 
“very nice.” O’Neal said, “It 
made us feel appreciated.” 
Picard called it “very un¬ 
expected.” He added: “It’s 
nice to hear you’re doing a 
good job, but it was what 
we were supposed to do — 
keep the child safe. We just 
did our jobs.” 

Picard and O’Neal, both 
Agawam residents, said 
when approaching bus stops 
they’re always looking for 
anyone “hanging around” 
who might be a danger to a 
child. Picard said sometimes 
it’s not always obvious, but 
the August incident “was 
pretty clear-cut.” 

Nehmer said Agawam’s 
policy requires a parent 
or authorized person be 
present for drop-offs and 
pickups of pre-kindergart- 


ners and kindergartners. 
Parents give schools a list 
of individuals authorized to 
pick up their students from 
buses, and these lists are 
provided to LPVEC. 

“If an emergency arises 
and an unauthorized per¬ 
son will meet the bus, a par¬ 
ent must call the school and 
inform them so they can re¬ 
lay that information to the 
bus driver,” said Nehmer. 

She added that LPVEC 
holds monthly training ses¬ 
sions for drivers and mon¬ 
itors on a variety of topics, 
including emergency situ¬ 
ations. In addition, there is 
a review of proper protocol 
and steps to follow in an 
emergency. 

“Luckily, these types 
of situations are unusual. 
We’ve never had a scene 
like we did on that day. In 
the past, we’ve received 
calls from a school telling 
us there’s an emergency 
at home and to return the 
child to school,” Nehmer 
added. 

O’Neal and Picard said 
they’re “very thankful” for 
Grasso’s assistance, and 
feel he also should be rec¬ 
ognized. 

“What he did was a tre¬ 
mendous help to us,” said 
O’Neal. “If he hadn’t been 
there, I would have had to 
call dispatch, which could 
have delayed getting police 
there as quick as they did.” 

O’Neal said it was fortu¬ 
nate that Grasso was behind 
the bus. “Thank God he was 
there. He kept both parents 
calm until the other officers 
arrived. If it wasn’t for Sgt. 
Grasso, the situation could 
have escalated and gotten 
much worse. But his ac¬ 
tions and the rapid police 
response prevented it from 
escalating.” 
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Senior director pleased with 1st year progress

The Council on Aging and Se¬ 
nior Center have continued rolling 
full speed ahead through the first of 
Michael Squindo’s direction. 

One of the notable changes 
Squindo has made is the increas¬ 
ing of transportation options. With 
the addition of a second van for 
increased transportation fiexibili- 
ty, Squindo said that ridership has 
nearly doubled from what it was 
before he took over as director. 

“He’s done a great with trans¬ 
portation as far as increasing the 
ridership, the amount of time the 
buses are running and adding an¬ 
other bus. He’s really done a nice 
job,” Mayor William Sapelli said. 
“Michael’s terrific. He’s got a lot 
of energy. He delves into projects 
and has secured more funding for 
us. He’s making sure things are ac¬ 
countable.” 

Squindo has also facilitated the 
consolidation of staff. Two part- 
time kitchen conditions have been 
combined into a full-time position, 
bringing the full-time kitchen staff 
up to three. The change has allowed 
for more staff in the mornings and 
be more efficient. 

Squindo explained he didn’t an¬ 
ticipate coming in and making ma¬ 
jor changes when he took over on 
Sept. 18, 2017, but has made some 
improvements by taking advantage 
of opportunities. The staff continu¬ 
ally looks for ways to improve the 
services and facilities to support 
the seniors and the public. 

“What we’ve gotten done 1 
would’ve said would’ve been on 
my three- to five-year plan. 1 didn’t 
have the intent of making all these 
changes,” he explained. “I’m quite 
content with what the team have 
been able to accomplish in this first 
year. 1 think that’s entirely due to 
the support of my staff working to¬ 
gether a steam with the support of 
my colleagues throughout the town 


and obviously the public.” 

The first year in Agawam has 
also been Squindo’s first full year 
in the lead role. Reflecting on the 
past 12 months, Squindo enjoys the 
uniqueness of Agawam and is con¬ 
tinuing to learn what makes the 
community tick. 

“Agawam is a unique commu¬ 
nity. It is exciting and invigorating 
to be doing this,” he said. “1 think 
that excitement and invigoration 
comes from the challenge of trying 
to understand Agawam, Agawam 
seniors and the families that have 
seniors and what they need.” 

Growing up in a New Jersey sub¬ 
urb and then in the woods of Ver¬ 
mont, Squindo is impressed with 
Agawam having both the resourc¬ 
es of a larger city while maintain¬ 
ing the connectiveness among the 
community found in small towns. 

“Having that community con¬ 
nectiveness Agawam has, but also 


having the resources and opportu¬ 
nities available, being it is techni¬ 
cally a city. To not lose that small¬ 
town feel, it’s comforting,” he said. 
“Everybody I’ve interacted with 
has been an asset to me, has been 
a huge support for me to know that 
they’re all approachable. Thank 
you to everyone. They’ve absolutely 


been essential to what 1 would con¬ 
sider a very successful first year.” 

Looking ahead, Squindo is 
continuing work on the nutrition 
program, ensuring the center is 
getting the best prices and quality 
of food for its patrons. Additional¬ 
ly, he wants to increase the ways 
volunteers are recognized, beyond 
having one dinner event each year 
that not everyone is able to attend, 
for the essential work they provide 
to keep the center running without 
costing the town a dollar. 

“The idea is if somebody is volun¬ 
teering, they see the benefits of that 
directly tangibly from the Senior 
Center when they’re here,” he ex¬ 
plained. “Whether it’s reduced cost 
for certain services or earlybird’ sig¬ 
nups. We’re working on all of that.” 

Squindo added that one of the 
long-term goals he and his staff are 
working on is the development of 
strategic plan to set formal goals 
for expanding programming and 
providing quality services within 
the allocated budget. 

“We’re looking at are we meet¬ 
ing the needs of the oldest seniors? 
The youngest seniors?” he said. “Are 
we warm and welcoming to every¬ 
one? Are we creating an environ¬ 
ment that is self-sustaining in the 
sense of we need new membership 
in order to have continuous mem¬ 
bership? We’re looking in a broad 
sense at all of that.”

ing a presidential election,” 
Gioscia explained. “We’re 
still learning what the pat¬ 
terns are.” 

Early voting for all Aga¬ 
wam and Feeding Hills 
residents will be in the Se¬ 
nior Center at 954 Main St, 
Agawam. On Election Day 
itself, Nov. 6, the usual pre¬ 
cinct polling places will be 
open 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

In 2016, most of the ear¬ 
ly voting hours were held 
at the Town Hall, with a 
couple evenings at the Se¬ 
nior Center. Gioscia said he 
moved early voting exclu¬ 
sively to the Senior Center 
for better handicap acces¬ 
sibility, parking and a cen¬ 
tralized location. 

Early voting cost $4,567 
in 2016, including $1,368 
for 152 staff hours and 
$3,199 for 90 hours of over¬ 
time. Gioscia has budgeted 
a similar amount for this 
year. He added that a min¬ 
imum of $1,800 is available 
through a state grant to 
help defray some of the cost 
to the town. 

“There’s no exact num¬ 
ber. It depends because 
there’s overtime and staff 
involved,” he said. “Last 
time was a significant num¬ 
ber because it was a presi¬ 
dential election.” 

Early voting is open to 
all registered voters. Ear¬ 
ly voting is just like voting 
on Election Day. Voters ar¬ 


rive during the designated 
hours, check in with the 
warden and cast their bal¬ 
lots. Rather than being 
inserted into a machine, 
as on Election Day, ballots 
will be sealed in envelopes, 
signed by the voter, and 
stored in a vault at Town 
Hall until Nov. 6. On Elec¬ 
tion Day, early votes will be 
opened and counted. Once 
someone has voted early, 
he or she will be marked on 
the voter rolls to prevent 
double-voting. 

“It’s more convenient for 
the voter,” Gioscia said. “It 
provides plenty of opportu¬ 
nity for people to vote. If you 
want to early vote in person, 
it’s just like going to a poll¬ 
ing place. If you early vote, 
once you vote, you cannot 
vote on Election Day’’ 

Registered voters have 
the option to request an 
early voting ballot through 
the mail. Applications are 
available at www.sec.state. 
ma.us/ele. They may be 
filled out and mailed to 
Town Clerk, 36 Main Street, 
Agawam, MA 01001. 

Voters do not need an 
excuse or reason to par¬ 
ticipate in early voting. In 
addition to early voting, ab¬ 
sentee ballots are still avail¬ 
able to voters who will be 
traveling on Nov. 6, or who 
will not be able to go to the 
polls for religious or medi¬ 
cal reasons. Applications 
for absentee ballots are also 
available at the town clerk’s 
office.

Sewer plant 
makes city 
life possible 

B ondi’s Island is the part of Aga¬ 
wam that Agawam never talks 
about — that little corner of town 
where we dump trash and treat sewage 
and speed past as quickly as possible on 
our way to the Riverdale shops and oth¬ 
er points north. An industrial wasteland 
where nobody lives and nobody, other 
than dump truck drivers, even has a rea¬ 
son to stop. And that smell. 

Pay some respect. It’s the smell of civ¬ 
ilization. 

It’s gotten 
too cold to drive 
around with the 
windows open, 
so motorists on 
their way north 
out of town don’t 
have to worry 
about the smell, 
at least until the 
spring. What else 
don’t we have 
to worry about? 

Cholera out¬ 
breaks. Tainted 
rivers. Raw sew¬ 
age in open ditches by the side of every 
street. 

Without Bondi’s Island, there’s no 
city of Springfield and no sewer service 
in the surrounding towns that hook into 
the system: Agawam, naturally, but also 
West Side and several other suburbs. 
Homeowners with failing septic systems 
in Feeding Hills will readily, if ruefully, 
explain how lucky most of Agawam is to 
be able to fiush whatever’s in the toilet, 
run the washing machine all day, and 
take a long shower without having to 
worry about where all that wastewater is 
going to go. Like electric lights and clean 
running water, the sewer system is one 
of those (nearly) ubiquitous feats of pub¬ 
lic engineering that runs so well that we 
forget it’s there — but if it weren’t there, 
it’s no exaggeration to say that our entire 
way of life would break down. 

In Agawam, East Longmeadow, 
Longmeadow, Ludlow, Springfield, West 
Springfield and Wilbraham, the ulti¬ 
mate reason the sewers work is because 
of the treatment plant at Bondi’s Island. 
It’s nothing for the town to be ashamed 
of. Rather, Agawam should be proud to 
host such an essential facility to the re¬ 
gion’s public health. 

As for the other half of Bondi’s Island, 
on the inland side of Route 5, remember 
that modern life also wouldn’t be pos¬ 
sible without the surprisingly complex 
network of landfills, incinerators, trans¬ 
fer stations, recycling centers, railroads 
and truck routes that cart away every¬ 
thing else that can’t be fiushed down the 
drain. (Little-known fact: Agawam’s own 
trash actually no longer goes to Bondi’s 
Island — it is taken by Republic Services 
to a regional transfer station east of the 
river, and sent along to whatever landfill 
offers the lowest tipping fee, which isn’t 
the one in Agawam) 

For cities and suburbs to be clean and 
healthy, these sorts of facilities must exist. 
They aren’t just some foul byproduct of civ¬ 
ilization. They are the often-hidden tech¬ 
nology that makes civilization possible.

1. What are the three most important qualities 
you look for in a district court or superior court 
judge? 

First and foremost, a judge shall have an 
allegiance to the Constitution and the law, 
with a confident belief in a higher moral 
authority. He/she must also have the cour¬ 
age of conviction to uphold these prin¬ 
ciples, standards, and ethical codes that 
are exemplified in the oath of office. Fur¬ 
thermore, to secure a nomination, a judge 
must have an extensive curriculum vitae 
(CV), showcasing academic, research and 
professional milestones with specific areas 
of knowledge and 
expertise in the 
law and Constitu¬ 
tion. Yet even with 
the strict adher¬ 
ents above, judg¬ 
es should exhibit 
common sense, 
and prove to the 
Governor’s Coun¬ 
cil that they pos¬ 
sess an all-encom¬ 
passing journey in 
“courses of my life.” 

Judges must not be politically connected 
to, or have family members in, the existing 
power structure of state government. And 
they must always, without compromise, 
be fair and impartial with parties before 
them, adjudicating matters with only the 
facts and law. 

2. What votes has the Governor’s Council taken 
in the past two years that you disagree with? 
How should they have voted? 

So many to discuss, yet too few col¬ 
umn inches. First, there’s blatant nepo¬ 
tism and cronyism proliferated through 
the Governor’s Council. For instance, the 
little-known authority regarding approval 
of public administrators, where judges’ rel¬ 
atives, James Carey, Hampshire, and Kath¬ 
erine Marie DiGangi, Essex, were recently 
placed. Nepotism violates the public’s 
trust, becoming another Massachusetts 
scandal we write about after the damage 
is done. Then there’s Superior Court in the 
Valley. I question the direct appointment 
of Francis Flannery with no prior “bench” 
experience. “Frank” was recruited from the 
(judge) Parker-O’Grady law offices; crony¬ 
ism to the core with one hand washing the 
other. Next, news (MassEive.com, Octo¬ 
ber 2018), which showcased Karen Good¬ 
win at Springfield’s high trial court. Judge 
Goodwin is under prosecutor’s appeal 
due to an adverse ruling based on her ra¬ 
tionale that “... state police detective used 
‘trickery’ to get manslaughter defendant 
to talk.” Eastly, anecdotal evidence of addi¬ 
tional bad judicial appointments include: 
Cypher, Singh, Kafker, McDonough, Melik- 
ian, Randle. 

3. What differentiates you from your opponent 
in this race? 

My service has been selfless. In fact, my 
career and station is this life has suffered 
greatly due to me exposing corrupt incom¬ 
petence within the bureaucracy and, as 
well, in certain areas of our judiciary. I’m 
not a lawyer or judge. And I haven’t been 
indoctrinated in the corrupt culture of a 
political judiciary. I have not, and will not, 
exchange favors for government jobs and 
kickbacks. I will recognize, and resist the 
pipeline of nominations through a Sovi¬ 
et-styled apparat, beginning locally through 
the JNC, to the governor’s office, over to an 
opened gate at Governor’s Council.

icals, but they’re not,” said 
Longmeadow’s Gary Maz- 
zarino. “They’re using bac¬ 
teria. It’s pretty amazing.” 

Odors that occasionally 
emanate from the facility 
are a result of whatever is 
in the water when it arrives 
there. Also, during drier 
weather when water flow 
is slower, the wastewater 
can sit in the tank longer, 
leading to more odor as the 
tanks are not aerated. 

“Odor depends on 
what gets collected,” said 
Nowak, a project manag¬ 
er at Bondi’s Island who 
led about 20 people on the 
tour last week. 

When wastewater ar¬ 
rives at the facility it goes 
through several treatment 
phases before coming out 
clean on the other side. 
First, it goes through the 
bar rack and grit room to 
Alter out all the large ob¬ 
jects in the water such as 
rags, bottles, cans or simi¬ 
lar items. The water is sent 
through tanks that remove 
the “grit” — heavy sand and 
asphalt — from the water 
by letting it settle at the 
bottom of the tank. This is 
the primary, or physical, 
treatment. 

The secondary treat¬ 
ment is where the bacteria 
comes in. The water is de¬ 
livered to the tanks outside 
the main facility, where 
the bacteria in the water 
chews through the sew¬ 
age and dissolved solids in 
the wastewater, producing 
sludge. Nowak explained 
that each incoming load 
of wastewater brings with 
it more bacteria, replen¬ 
ishing the ones in the tank 
that die, so there’s always 
enough to keep the process 
moving. 

“You add the correct 
organisms to your septic 
systems every day,” Nowak

said. 

Afterwards, the water is 
separated from the sludge 
and goes through a disin¬ 
fecting process with chlo¬ 
rine before being released 
into the Connecticut River. 

“For the uninitiated, it’s 
pretty remarkable,” said 
tour-goer Kathy Dvorchak. 
“It was a lot of information. 
I appreciate the effort they 
offered to the community 
as to what’s going on after 
you flush your toilet.” 

The whole process takes 
about 24 hours, and the 
facility typically processes 
approximately 35 million 
gallons per day. During wet 
weather, flows can rise to 
about 80 to 100 million gal¬ 
lons. The facility can handle 
up to 180 million gallons 
at once before incoming 
wastewater would need 
to be diverted to another 
facility. Nowak said water 
treatment regulations have 
a minimum goal to make 
sure 85 percent of contami¬ 
nants are removed, but that 
Bondi’s Island is hitting 95 
percent to 97 percent on a 
typical basis. 

Before the facility tour, 
there was a presentation 
about the history of water 
treatment and its impor¬ 
tance in maintaining public 
health and preventing the 
spreading of diseases like 
cholera, protect the health 
of recovering water and the 
health of public waterways 
for recreational activities 
like swimming and boating.
